‘wo pastors, six associate pastors, 
twenty-five deasons and five deacon- 
esses. They have recently printed the 
Bible and a song book used in their 
worship services. The Baptist Union 
Church in Moscow had a very low 
membership and attendance during 
the 30’s, but since the last war has 
‘grown to its present strength. The 
church proper is on a narrow side 
street and of a humble and unpre- 
tentious nature.

and uncomfortable. The balcony fills 
each wall on the sides and is separat- 
ed in the rear of the auditorium by 
the choir loft and the pipe organ. But 
the plainness and limited space did 
not restrain the devotion and worship 
of the fifteen hundred and more that 
crowded in there the Thursday night 
that I was in Moscow. 


According to the son of a former 
pastor, who interpreted the entire 
service for me, Ilia M. Orzov, this 
church is making a very great spiritual 
contribution to the religious life of 
the city. They have three services on 
Sunday, 9:00 a.m., 1:00 p.m. and 7:00 
p.m., plus week night services on 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday and 
a choir rehearsal on Friday night. Be- 
yond this they publish a bi-monthly 
magazine plus the printing of Bibles 
and song books. 

I arrived at 5:45 p. m., over an hour 
before the service was scheduled to 
begin, and was ushered to a front 
seat in the balcony where I could see 
the congregation, the pulpit and the 
choir. The seat was narrow, my knees 
hit the balcony edge unless I sat side- 
ways in the seat. It was uncomfort- 
able. But below me, one and one 
quarter hours before the service was 
scheduled to begin, every seat was 
filled, the aisles had solid rows of peo- 
ple standing in them, the stairs in the 
balcony and along the walls were fill- 
ed with people seated and standing. 
At least one-half of the congregation 
stood for over three and one-half 
hours until the service was dismissed

at 9:15. I do not know how long they 
had been standing before I arrived. 


The congregation was comprised of 
a very definite cross section of the 
life of the city. There were elderly | 
women with shawls over their heads, 
elderly men with sweeping moustach- 
es, middle-aged well dressed people 
and young people well dressed and 
very bright and intelligent in their 
appearance. Brother Orzov told me 
that 20% of their congregation’s mem- 
bership is young people. Many others 
also were of the laboring class. Some 
must have come from their jobs or 
did not have/ better clothing to wear, 
which could' have been possible. I 
even noticed a couple of soldiers in 
the congregation. I do not know if 
they were worshippers or merely ob- 
servers. But it would have taken an 
extremely hard and critical nature 
and heart not to have been moved by 
the fervency of evident devotion of 
those people. 

The choir, [with a membership of 
140 and having a regular attendance 
at the services of nearly 100, sang 
with feeling and_ brilliant ability. 
Some had their books in front of them 
but most with their books by their 
sides. You were made to realize that 
their singing was more than perform- 
ance but the expression of their life 
and conviction. They sang five num- 
bers during the course of the service 
one of which I recognized; each with 
deep spiritual meaning.

They stood in 
a body to express their thanks and 
bowed the little polite European bow. 
Then after that the entire congrega- 
tion stood to their feet and sung, “God 
be with you till we meet again.” On 
the final verse all waved their hand- 
kerchiefs in the air. 

As I pushed through the still linger- 
ing crowd of people to go outside and 
get a taxi, everyone wanted to shake 
the hand of this American brother and 
thank him for attending their church 
service. It was obvious to me that this 
church had grown from its 100 mem- 
bership in the 30’s to its present size 
not only against tremendous obstacles, 
but as a response to the heart cry of 
a people who were finding in the 
church the meeting of the deeper 
need of the human heart.
